PARLOR AQUARIUM, 
‘The Aquatic Plant Case, or parlor aquarium, 
is due to the ingenuity of Mr. Warington; it 
has for its object, as its name indicates, the cul- 
tivation of aquatic or Water plants. it may be 
described as a combination of the Wardian case 
and gold-fixh globe, the object being to illustrate 
the mutual dependence of animal and vegetable 
life. Mr. Warington’ has lately detailed his 
experiments,“ The small gold-fish were p aced 
‘in a gloss receiver of about twelve gallons’ ca- 
pacity, having a cover of thin muslin stretched 
over a stout copper wire, bent into a circle, 
[placed over its mouth, so as‘to exelude as much 
.as possible the swoty dust of the London atmos- 
phere, without, #t the same time, impeding the 
free passage of the atmospheric air. This ree 
ceiver was about half-filled with ordinary spring- 
water, and supplied at the bottom with sand and 


line to live on rice, pulse, and bread. He slept 
under the mango-tree, where Janoo himself 
lodged, but was always tied to atent-pin. 

One night, when the wild boy was lying 
asleep under his tree, Janoo saw two wolves 
come up stealthily, and smell at him.

EUROPEAN FEVER.

tion of the system. 3. That fever of all kinds 
is essentially the same, the apparent differences 
arising from differences in climate and constitus 
tion; and that the bilious remittent and typhus 
are, like ague, to be cured by quinine, where 
they are curable by medicine. 4. Sketches of 
Bahia and its neighborhood, chiefly in relation 
to hygiene, with an account of the inedical pro- 
fession in Brazil. 

Of these subjects, the most elaborately han- 
dled is the theory of fever and its treatment; 
the most satisfying and practically useful exe 
position refers to the influence of the tropics on 
the European resident. According to Dr. Dun- 
das, the functions of the various organs of the 
body, ina very hot climate, undergo a change 
more especially affecting the kidneys and the 
skin. ‘The action of the kidneys is less, that of 
the skin very much greater—so gteat, indeed, 
that during the earlier years of residence, and 
while the system is still in vigor, some persous 
may enjoy better health than before—matters 
being thrown off from the blood by profuse per- 
spiration that would otherwise have remained 
in the body; of which the subsidence of gout is 
anexample. This extra demand upon the con- 
stitution, coupled with the relaxing effects of the 
climate, and of habits very often the reverse of 
healthy, cannot be continued with impunity for 
a length of time; the idea of acclimatizing, in 
the usual sense of the word, Dr. Dundas repudi- 
ates altogether. A vigorous constitution and 
health-producing habits will enable one man to 
sustain a tropical climate longer than a weaker 
or more imprudent persou ; but there comes a 
time when the constitution sinks under the une 
natural circumstances in which it is placed. 
Lancuor and ill-health supervene; constitutional 
disease—as gout—reappears, and ‘mostly with 
fatal tendencies ;. if the patient is-to retain a 
moderate degree of health, or even life, he must 
‘return to his native climate, or to a more teme 
perate region. 

Here, however, he is not met by moral diffi- 
culties, arising from change of habits and loss of 
jsorial estimation or distinction, as well by phy-. 
sical evils. The nervous enerszy, the powers of 
ithe stomach and liver, are all diminished; but 
|these are not the most important feature of his 
jemse.
